And What Have You

The constitutional election to be 
held Tuesday, Nov. 4, has to be one 
of the strangest elections we have 
seen in Tex. s. 
In the past, you have never had 
any trouble predicting who was for 
and who was against almost any 
issue facing the state’s voters. The 
lines have almost always been well 
defined. 
If the more 
liberal 
members of the democratic party 
were for something it was not hard 
to predict that the conservative 
members would oppose it. And if 
the 
issue 
did 
not 
split 
the 
democratic party then you knew 
that if the Republicans took one 
side then the democrats would take 
the other 
But the proposed constitutional 
am endm ents 
facing 
voters 
Tuesday has drawn support as well 
as opposition from all spectrums of 
the state’s political ranks. You can 
find some of the most conservative 
as well as the most liberal thinkers 
joining together either to support 
or condemn this attempt to rewrite 
our constitution. 
Under these conditions, it is most 
difficult to decide if one is for or 
against the eight amendments to 
rewrite our present document that 
is over IOO years old and has been 
amended over 200 times. 
It is tempting to just throw up 
one s hands and vote no to the 
whole thing, but is this really to our 
best interests? 
In the first place one must decide 
if we need a new constitution and if 
we do is this the best one that we 
are likely to get. If we decide that 
we do need one. and a majority of 
Texans voted to call the convention 
that created most of the document 
that we will be voting on Tuesday, 
then we believe that we should take 
the advice of House Speaker Bill 
Clayton 
and 
support 
the 
new 
constitution. For it is Clayton’s 
contention that the rural people of 
Texas will never come out any 
better than they will with this one. 
It is his contention that we will 
see a new constitution for Texas, if 
not this one then it will bt* another 
one, and he feels that they will not 
get any better 
Like 
anything 
else 
of 
the 
magnitude of our state con­ 
stitution, there are some areas that 
we favor and some areas that we 
question. 
What bothers us the most, 
however, is that the opposition to 
the constitution seems to bt' either 
centered around the fear of change 
or else it is being opposed by 
special interest groups. 
The governor and those who join 
him in opposing the new document 
on the grounds that it calls for 
annual sessions do so on the 
grounds 
that 
the 
more 
the 
legislature is in session the more 
laws it will create and the more

Legislature only meets every IO 
years! 
But in our opinion the state just 
operates from one crisis to the next 
when it tries to take care of the 
business matters of a state as large 
as Texas every two years. 
The one thing that’ scares us is 
that almost every special interest 
group that opposes this new con­ 
stitution is doing so in the name of 
the “people.” Almost all of them 
claim that the new constitution 
would take something out of the 
hands of the people and give it to 
the legislators or someone else. 
In almost 
every 
case 
when 
people tell you they are doing 
something to protect the rights of 
the “people,” what they really 
mean is that they have a good thing 
going and don t want it messed up. 
Our whole system of government is 
based 
on 
the 
concept 
of 
representative government, not on 
the idea that every' issue should be 
settled by the individual voter 
Regardless of whether we are 
operating 
under 
our 
present 
constitution or the new one being 
proposed, our government can only 
be as good as the people we elect 
to office. 
As William Broyles points out in 
this month’s issue of Texas Month­ 
ly, almost every objection seems 
to fall into one of three categories. 
it is either selfish, uninformed, or 
nitpicking. 
In making a decision on how to 
vote next Tuesday we asked our­ 
selves if the new constitution is 
substantially better than the old 
one and if it is likely to be the best 
that we’re to get9 In both cases we 
have to say yes and therefore we 
plan 
to 
vote 
for 
all 
eight 
propositions. 
While we don t necessarily urge 
everyone to vote the way we do, we 
do hope that sometime between

Elections. It provides that a 
person who is at least 18 
years of age, is not a con­ 
victed felon in prison, on 
parole or probation, or is not 
mentally incompetent, would 
be qualified to vote under

Legislature. 
Proponent* argue that this 
mendment 
establishes 
universal sufferage which is 
basically the requirement of 
the U. S. Constitution as it is 
now interpreted. Opponents 
point out that this provision 
would enable the legislature 
to permit convicted felons to 
have a full restoration of 
citizenship, including the 
right to hold elected office, 
without

by

passage of a statute per­ 
mitting such a person to vote

4 
provides for a new Article 
V II, 
Education. 
which 
governs public education 
The amendment calls for 
an equitable system of free 
public schools below the 
college level 
The system 
must provide each individual 
an equal educational op­ 
portunity but may provide 
local 
enrichment 
of 
educational programs 
Proponents argue that. this 
gives the authority and the 
mandate to provide an equal 
opportunity for every child in 
this state to have as complete 
an education as is passible, 
this is what federal mandate 
requires, and citizens should 
meet the challenge and move 
forward to accomplish it 
Opponents 
argue 
that 
while 
the 
aim 
might 
be 
laudable, the words are 
subject 
to 
a 
broad 
in 
terpretation which would 
come up with ridiculous 
results 
in 
financing, 
programming and staffing; 
and the cast Legislature had 
spoken to the problem of 
equalizing 
educational 
opportunity 
under 
the 
existing Constitution and 
there is no need for a change 
The 
Permanent 
and 
Available 
School 
Funds 
remain 
intact 
as 
do 
the 
Permanent and Available 
University Funds for the use 
of the University of Texas 
and Texas AAM University 
Systems A second ‘ Higher 
Education Fund." financed 
by a IO cent property tax, 
would 
be 
available 
to 
establish an endowment for 
all other state colleges and 
universities other than the 
AAM and Texas systems 
Proponents argue that all 
higher 
educational 
in­ 
stitutions in the state should 
have available to them an 
endowment fund from which 
to keep their plant 
and 
facilities up to date without 
looking to tuition fees and the 
public treasury to do so 
Opponent* of this part of the 
proposal argue that 
there 
should tie no endow ment fund 
of public property and money- 
sitting 
idle 
while 
the 
Legislature is forced to levy- 
new and additional taxes for 


the upkeep, maintenance and 
operation of the various 
educational institutions; that 
if public property and funds 
are collected, they should be 
spent to meet the public need 
at the time without creating a 
bigger taxation burden on the 
general public. 


PRO PO SIT IO N 
NO. 
5 
creates a new Article VHI, 
Finance, which governs the 
financial management of the 
state. 
In this 
amendment 
the 
requirement that 
all new 
taxes be equal and uniform 
would be limited only to the 
levy of property taxes. It 
would require the establish­ 
ment and enforcement of 
uniform 
standards 
and 
procedures for the appraisal 
of property, the only ex­ 
ceptions being special for­ 
mulas designed to promote* 
the preservation of open 
space land for farm and 
ranch purposes 
and the 
preservation of forest lands 
devoted to timber production. 


Proponents contend that: 


this is a necessary im ­ 
provement to require all 
citizens to carry their fair 
share of the tax burden; there 
are as many different values 
assessed on property as there 
are taxing authorities; and 
equalization is necessary 
because the allocation 
of 
state funds for school pur­ 
poses is made on the basis of 
a local area’s ability to raise 
funds. 
Opponents maintain that: it 
will do nothing but raise 
taxes; no government ever 
equalizes 
downward 
but 
always "equalizes" upwards 
and this will force an ad­ 
ditional tax burden, par­ 
ticularly in outlying urban 
areas where there is less 
ability to meet the demand; 
the 
equal 
and 
uniform 
provision should apply to all 
forms of taxation instead of 
just property taxation; and 
local appraisers are better 
prepared to judge the value of 
local property than someone 
in Austin.

The proposal permits the 
authorization of state in­ 
debtedness and the pledging 
of the credit of the state 
without

amendment. Proponent* of 
this portion of the proposal 
say that this is a 
more 
practical 
way to authorize 
state indebtedness, with the 
same 
safeguards 
as 
con­ 
tained in the present Con­ 
stitution. It requires a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of the 
members of the Legislature 
as well as an approval by a 
majority of the voters. 
Opponents of this portion of 
the proposal claim that it 
amounts to the establishment 
of 
debt 
legislation 
by 
referendum, and it would 
make less of an impression on 
the voters than 
if they 
realized they were amending 
their Constitution in order to 
authorize debt. 
The proposal maintains the

It puts 
into the Constitution the 
prohibition against levying a

while this does continue some 
desirable protections of the 
existing Constitution, it adds 
one very undesirable aspect 
in the language which seeks 
to protect the environment. 
This language could create a 
super land title in the state 
which would give legislators 
the authority to exercise all 
sorts of controls over the use 
of the property; that it would 
conceivably give rise to land 
use enforcement, statewide 
zoning and building codes and 
remove a 
portion of the 
landowners title from him 
and vest it in the state; that 
this is the fixing of title to all 
property in the state which 
could be held temporarily 
and at the will of the state by 
an individual citizen. 
PR O PO SIT IO N NO. 8 
provides a new Article XI, 
Method 
of 
Amending 
the 
Constitution of the State. It 
maintains the same basis for 
submission of amendments 
as was utilized in submitting 
these eight amendments; 
that is. submission by an 
affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of the membership of both 
houses of the Legislature and 
adoption 
by 
a 
simple 
majority of the people voting 
in an election called for that 
purpose. 
It does add a provision that 
a question of a constitutional 
convention be submitted by 
the Legislature at least once 
each thirty years Proponents 
argue 
that 
this 
added 
provision is necessary so that 
the people will not have to be 
governed by a document that 
is 
IOO years 
old 
without 
even 
having had an op­ 
portunity to totally revise it. 
Opponents 
of the provision 
contend that the current 
Constitution can adapt itself 
to all situations including that 
of calling a constitutional 
convention as it did in 1973; 
that there is no n^ed to be told 
by the Constitution how often 
the people have to revise it.

The constitutional election to be 
held Tuesday, Nov. 4. has to be one 
of the strangest elections we have 
seen in Tex. s. 
In the past, you have never had 
any trouble predicting who was for 
and who was against almost any 
issue facing the state’s voters. The 
lines have almost always been well 
defined. 
If 
the 
more 
liberal 
members of the democratic party 
were for something it w as not hard 
to predict that the conservative 
members would oppose it. .And if 
the 
issue 
did 
not 
split 
the 
democratic party then you knew 
that if the Republicans took one 
side then the democrats would take 
the other 
But the proposed constitutional 
amendments 
facing 
voters 
Tuesday has drawn support as well 
as opposition from all spectrums of 
the state’s political ranks. You can 
find some of the most conservative 
as well as the most liberal thinkers 
joining together either to support 
or condemn this attempt to rewrite 
our constitution. 
Under these conditions, it is most 
difficult to decide if one is for or 
against the eight amendments to 
rewrite our present document that 
is over UK) years old and has been 
amended over 2(X) times. 
It is tempting to just throw' up 
one’s hands and vote no to the 
whole thing, but is this really to our 
Ix'st interests? 
In the first place one must decide 
if we need a new constitution and if 
we do is this the best one that we 
are likely to get. If we decide that 
we do need one, and a majority of 
Texans voted to call the convention 
that created most of the document 
that we will be voting on Tuesday, 
then we believe that we should take 
the advice of House Speaker Bill 
Clayton 
and 
support 
the 
new 
constitution. For it is Clayton’s 
contention that the rural people of 
Texas will never come out any 
l)etter than they will with this one. 
It is his contention that we will 
see a new constitution for Texas, if 
not this one then it will be another 
one, and he feels that they will not 
get any l)etter. 
Like 
anything 
else 
of 
the 
magnitude 
of our 
state con­ 
stitution, there are some areas that 
we favor and some areas that we 
(juestion. 
What 
bothers us 
the most, 
however, is that the opfxisition to 
the constitution seems to be either 
centered around the fear of change 
or else it is Ixdng opposed by 
spt‘cial interest groups. 
'I’he governor and those who join 
him in opposing the new document 
on the grounds that it calls for 
annual 
sessions do

U'gislature is in session the more

But in our opinion the stare just 
operates from one crisis to the next 
when it tries to take care of the 
business matters of a state as large 
as Texas every two years. 
The one thing that scares us is 
that almost every special interest 
group that opposes this new con­ 
stitution is doing so in the name of 
the “people.” .Almost all of them 
claim that the new constitution 
would take something out of the 
hands of the people and give it to 
the legislators or someone else. 
In almost every 
case 
when 
people tell you they are doing 
something to protect the rights of 
the "people." what they really 
mean is that they have a good thing 
going and don t want it messed up 
Our whole system of government is 
based 
on 
the 
concept 
of 
representative government, not on 
the idea that every issue should be 
settled by the individual voter. 
Regardless of whether we are 
operating 
under 
our 
present 
constitution or the new one being 
proposed, our government can o n ly 
be as good as the people we elect 
to office. 
As William Broyles points out in 
this month’s issue of Texas Month­ 
ly, almost every objection seems 
to fall into one of three categories: 
it is either selfish, uninformed, or 
nitpicking. 
In making a decision on how to 
vote next Tuesday we asked our­ 
selves if the new constitution is 
substantially better than the old 
one and if it is likely to be the best 
that we’re to get9 In both cases we 
have to say yes and therefore we

While we don’t necessarily urge 
everyone to vote the way we do, we 
do hope that sometime between 
now and Tuesday you will take the 
time to study the issues involved, if 
you have not already done so, and 
vote accordingly.

Texans to Vote On New Constitution Nov. 3 


PROPOSITION 
NO. 
3 
creates a new Article VI, 
Voter Qualifications and 
Elections. It provides that a 
person who is at least 18 
years of age, is not a con­ 
victed felon in prison, on 
parole or probation, or is not 
mentally incompetent, would 
be qualified to vote under 
laws 
enacted 
by 
the 
legislature 
Proponents argue that this 
m e n d m e n t 
e s ta b lis h e s 
universal sufferage which is 
basically the requirement of 
the U. S. Constitution as it is 
now interpreted. Opponents 
point out that this provision 
would enable the legislature 
to permit convicted felons to 
have a full restoration of 
citizenship, including the 
right to hold elected office, 
without
